Srm,—~—I have the honour-to forward to you 
the Blue Book Returns and the Annual Report 
on Education for 1876. ‘ : 

2.—The ‘number of scholars. attending 
schools subject to Government supervision 
was .2,606.. This is am advance over 1874, 
but as it amounts only to about two per cent., 
it,is not 6o marked as in some pravious years. 
This is partly accounted for by the fact that 
no addition was -made:to the number of 
schools, Thete was also a falling off, amount=. 
ing to three.and a half per cent., in the na» 
tive schools which are supported by Govern- 
ment: The canses of this will appear when 
the -atate of certain of these is taken’ into 
consideration. In ‘all other cases there was 
‘an inorease ; and the total déficiency, taking 
all the Government Schools together, amounts 
oe soholats,’ that” ia, 1,927 as again 
1,931, °° : : 

3—Any deficiency in actual numbers was 
more than compensated for. by the regularity 
of the attendance, the minimum. in-this—r 
spect being rauch ‘higher ‘than in previous 
years, The Tables appended to this Report 
give the fullest partioulars under this head- 
ing, and a reference to them will prevent 
the necessity of entering on, # series of tedious 
details.
